A WOMAN OF SCIENCE, 


Mrs. Hertha Ayrton, widow of the late 
Professor W. E. Ayrton, F.R.S., died at the 
New Cottage, North Lancing, Sussex, on Sun- 
day morning. Mrs. Ayrton was a scientist of 
great distinction, among her achievements 
being the following :—She invented and con- 
structed a line divider; assisted in the com- 
pletion of series of experiments: on the 
electric arc for Professor Ayrton ‘during his 
absence in America, 1893; carried out several 
series of experiments on the same subject 
since; discovered the connection between cur- 
rent, length, and pressure in the arc, the 
cause and laws of hissing in it; carried out 
various researches connected with the motion 
of water, and discovered the causes and pro- 
cess of the formation of sand ripples on the 
seashore. 

She was nominated for the Fellowship of 
the Royal Society in 1902, but on counsel’s 
opinion the Council had no power to elect a 
woman. The Hughes medal was awarded to 
her by the Royal Society, 1906. 

Mrs. Ayrton was the only woman member 
of the Institution of Electrical Engineers, and 
had written many works on electrical subjects. 
During the war she rendered a notable ser- 
vice bv inventing and presenting to the War 
Office the Ayrton flapper, a fan for dispersing 
gas. of which over a hundred thousand were 
used at the front-

RUSSIA CLAIMS SOVEREIGNTY. 


The Russian Telegraph Agency in London 
last night issued the text of a Note sent by 
M. Tchtcherin to the British Agent in 
Moscow regarding Russia’s claim to sovereign 
rights over Wrangel Island. 

t states that Notes had been sent to the 
British Government asking whether it sanc- 
tioned the raising of the British flag on the 
island by Mr, Stefenson, acting as agent of 
the Canadian Dominion; that it had received 
no explanations, and now found it necessary 
to state that it regarded the island as an 
integral part of Russian territory. It was 
officially incorporated and the Russian flag 
raised thereon by an expedition organised by 
the Russian Government in 1821, and Russian 
sovereign rights over it had never been 
questioned by any other Government. 

Moreover, in 1916 the Russian Government 
had notified all Allied and neutral Govern- 
ments of its claim to Wrangel, and it now 
considers the raising of the British flag as a 
violation of Russian sovereign rights.

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ALL-ARMY 
The Elections. 


The genera] election in the Free State 
was the climax of an eventful period. of 
history and it will de@de issues of the 
first importance. Nobody could have in- | 
ferred these facts yesterday from the ex- 
ternal aspect of the Irish capital. The 
public holiday kept from ‘morn till eve an 
air of almost meditative quiet. There 
were no big crowds in the streets, no such 
tumult or excitement as marked the com- 
paratively insignificant elections of former 
years. Very few people seem to have 
abused the privilege of open public-houses. 
The more blatant machinery of election- 
eering was conspicuous by its absence, In 
a word, the conduct of the election in 
Dublin was sober and business-like; and 
our reports show that similar conditions 
prevailed in all the constituencies. Inci- 
dents of violence or disorder were sur- 
prisingly scarce even in those counties 
where party feeling was known to be in- 
| tense. Some sixty per cent. of the electors 
"are believed to have voted in the City and 
County of Dublin. It is a smaller poll 
than the experts anticipated, and it might 
have been larger if the day had not been 
proclaimed a public holiday. The polling 
was keener in many of the provincial con- 
stituencies—notably in Cork, Kilkenny,

They have survived a 
revolution, but they have not lost their 
traditional sense of duty to the State. 
Another feature was the very large number 
of women voters. The influence of this 
new force at the polls must have been 
very great, but it is for the moment 
wholly incalculable. For that reason 
alone we shall not try to predict the 
result of the election. No doubt, it will 
bring many surprises and wil] upset many | 
plans; it may solve some problems and 
may create others. We think, however, 
that the orderly conduct of all these con- 
tests throughout a land which, twelve 
months ago, was rife with terrorism and 
crime is of excellent omen. Certainly it 
is a very high tribute to the work of 
the present Government. If the mass of 
the Irish people are not fools—if, apart 
from any question of gratitude, they have 
enough sense to be able to appreciate the 
blessings of peace—the Government has 
no cause for anxiety concerning the result 
of the elections. It ought to learn before 
the end of this week that it has received a 
decisive vote. of national confidence, in 
company with new elements of service that 
will increase_its efficiency as an instru- 
ment of the peoplé’s “will... 


Labour in ltaly. 


Signor Mussolini has crushed the Labour 
movement in Italy. Its remnant exists 
at his pleasure, and the influence of 
the working classes in political affairs 
has shrunk to vanishing point. Two 
years ago the Italian trade unions 
had a membership of more than two 
millions. Now it has fallen to slightly 
over one million, and the once great Con- 
federation of Labour finds itself between 
the upper and nether millstones of 
Fascismo and Bolshevism, in imminent 
danger of complete extinction. Signor 
Mussolini, however, has decided that it 
shall not perish, and he has entered into 
negotiations with its leaders with a view 
to conferring on the working classes those 
benefits for which the Socialists have been 
fighting. This sudden change of front has 
taken Labour completely by surprise. 
Apparently Signor Mussolini proposes to 
establish a sort of Tory democracy in 
Italy. At present he is considering the in- 
stitution of an eight hour day. The Labour 
leadérs, who at first suspected treachery,

“THE TIMES OF TO-DAY SAYS :~ 


It is inevitable that there should be some 
deiay in the development of the discussions 
on reparations. The British Government 
cannot take any action immediately. In con- Í 
sequence of the recent very frank exchange 
ot views between Great Britain and France, 
it is necessary not only that all that has 
been said in the long Notes should be duly 
weighed, but that the Governments of both 
countries should have a little time to con- 
sider earnéstly the next step to be taken. 
We are by no means inclined to minimise 
the urgency of the need for a strong de- 
eision. The crisis is acute, and the risk of 
disaster is not less than it was, But the. 
dangers of <ny reckless decision are almost 
equally obvious, and if by any means an-in- 
terval for refidction can be secured, that in- 
terval should be most usefully employed by 
all concerned. 

Already, largely in consequence of the 
frank British-Frevch controversy, there would 
ap to be a subile change in the situation. 
‘The realisation of the danger, the very fact 
that the issues have been stated in an“ un- 
compromising form, has had a sobering 
effect, and has tended to give a new colour 
and temper to the action of al] the chief Euro. 
pean Powers. We regard the new activity, of 
Germany as a distinct gain. The spectacle 
of imminent danger, coupled with the 
activity. that our own Government has begun 
to display, has provoked impulses and move- 
ments. of a new kind. Out of all the churn- 
ing of turbid waters the real problem of 
reparations is slowly emerging once again. 
The . turmoil of misunderstanding has at 
least brought into a clearer light a few defi- 
nite facts.

BETTER. FEELING IN PARIS. 


The Times Paris Correspondent states in a 
message: last night :—There is no official con- 
firmatios. of a report that tentative advances 
have been made by the son of Herr Stinnes

| pedticéch since February 1. Her marks are no 
longer accepted in payment for wheat, fata, 
meat, cotton and copper, so gold or other car- 
rencies must be tendered, 

lt is generally recognised that the buik of 
Yerman 9's floating capital is banked abroad. 
At present’ it is virtwally dormant, but ite 
mighty power can be realised at a few hours 
notice. How far the indugtrialists will delve 
into this stake remains to be seen, but there 
tis alveady evidence of a little reduction im the 
imports of raw material and coal for the fac- 
tories. Although the manufacturers of unoc- 
cupied Germany tried to speed up production 
to make up for elimination from the world 
market of the great industries in the occupied 
territory, Germany's needs for raw materials 
was uot so great before the Ruhr was en- 
circled. 

It seems likely that the proprietors of the 
German gold stored in other countries will be 
compelled to materially aid their Government 
in financing the importation of foodstufis. 
They have already contributed 50,000,000 gold 
marks for the purchase of wheat. This is 
enough to provide only twelve nds of 
bread per capita, and is only a drop in the 
bucket. It seems possible now that a 
milliard gold marks may be advanced to bay 
food. But Germany has already purchased 
10,500,000 bushels oí wheat from Soviet 
Russia, and is paying for it in tools and 
machinery. Germany end Russia each possess 
for export what the other needs most, which 
furthers the “ swapping’ without the use of 
money. 

German industry is unsettled now, with dis- 
satisfaction among the workmen over the 


cost of living and the shortage of food and 
marks, but it still oceupies the most favour- 
able position among producers for the world 
market. The only check rein on inflation is 
the capacity of the printing presses. The in- 
ternal value of the mark continues mach 
above its external value. The difference is 
realised when one analyses the demands of the 
steel workers for wages in marks interpreted 
in pounds. 

French trade with Germany has decreased 
to a fraction of its former bulk. while exports 
from Great Britaijn to Germany increased 28 
per cent. during the first ‘half of the present 
year. This increase is mostly in coal and 
steel, which Germany formerly obtained from 
the Ruhr. 

British exports to France during the first 
six months of 1925 increased 24 per cent. 
This increase was mostly the coal and steel 
that France received formerly from Germany. 
Last year Great Britain exported 45 per cent. 
as many tons of locomotives as Germany, and 
25 per cent. as many machine tools, 80 per 
cent. motors, and 27 per cent. as much ferm 
machinery. 

Of the Allies, Belgium is the hardest hit by 
the Ruhr adventure. There has been a sym- 
pathetic slump of business in Switzerland, 
Scandinavia, Holland, and a number of banks 
in those countries hold large amounts of 
frozen credit to Germans. 

Lastly, the marketable products, worth 
200,0U0,W00 pounds, accumulated in secupied 
territory must be sold sometime by the 
Franco-Belgians or the Germans at . prices 
which few competitors can meet. 


FRENCH NEED OF COAL. 

_In the society of the world there is con- 
siderable gossip as to what the intentions of 
France in the Ruhr may be. 

Most Germans assert that France would not 
leave the basin even if Germany paid her 100 
milliard gold marks to-morrow. And what, 
fram their view-point, is more lamentable is 
that no nation can make France go. 

The French reply that Germany might pay 
a few milliards on aecooant, and then see 
what would happen. The Germans respond 
that the French would only pocket the money 
and remain; and the Germans would be that 
much the losers, but no wiser for the experi- 
ment. 

“But you might win world opinion for 
you,” you say to the Germans. “ What if 
we. did?” they reply. _‘‘ Would America 
come and help put France out? No, America 
would not.” 

_M. Poincaré has repéatedly asserted that 
France will evacuate the Rubr in proportion 
as Germany pays up, just as in 1871 France 
bought back all but two of her provincés at 
so much per acre. He even promises that 
as soon as an agreement is reached, the 
French will reduce their garrison, so as to 
make the occupation ‘‘less visible,” and 
therefore less obnoxious to the inhabitants. 

However, the Germans must first forsake 
their costly passive resistance before 
French will talk business. The Germans k 
Saying that they would not give it up; ri 
further, that the French, knowing this, 
deliberately erected such an obstacle. But 
the British support the French on the ques- 
tion of passive resistance, which now is re- 
quiring 1,500,000 pounds weekly as a grub- 
stake alone. Yet, at the same time, the 
British express their disapproval of the 
French tactics, and the Germans derive en- 
couragement from that. 

Many Englishmen agree with the Germans 
that the French are going to remain in the 
Ruhr as long as possible, on one pretext or 
another, and that no force now exists avail- 
able for expelling them. British suspicions 
are partly aroused by the French solicitude 
for those Germans who espouse the cause of 
a Rhenish Republic. 

This political mirage was first seen four 
pore ago by Dr. Dorten, a resident of the 

/niversity town of Bonn. With the assist- 
ance of four or five uninteresting individuals 
he declared a Republic in the summer of 
1919. All there was to jt was a house in 
Cologne, containing the four or five, who had 
a Vague. idea they were Ministers. ‘The 
Rhineland was too engrossed in the wine 
a, to Soap na seriously, and almost 
every in Germ for Dorte 
except Dr. Dorten. fee —— : 

He continued to find “Welcome ” inscribed 
on the official door matsin Paris and Coblentz. 
After the occupation of the Ruhr he aroused 
himself, but one of his men was 
killed and another wounded in Colo 
by the Nationalists. Dorten has since then 
not figured much in the agitation. 

This developed into a small movement. To 
the artificial stimulation of separatism there 
has been added interest by thousands of 
Germans dissatisfied with their living condi- 
tions.

We ws received with the greatest kind- 
ness at Green Harbour. Copper wire wae 
offered us in great abundance by the Nor- 
wegian wireless operators, and we were able 
to make good the loss of our aerials and to 
arrange wireless communication while on our 
way to North Eastland. 
The Green Harbour Station staff came 
aboard our sloop to see our equipment as well 
as to listen to our gramaphone and our in- 
comparable guitar player from Honolulu, Mr. 
° > wf Wilder. No less than three of the 
Norwegian staff spoke English, and probably 
still more could do so, The evening passed 
very pleasantly and the ship s wireless was 
duly repaired. 
Anchor was weighed at 6 a.m. and we set 
out on the great adventure of our voyage, 
leaving the very last connection with the 
civilised world behind in Green Harbour. 
From bow onwards the scientists begin their 
observations, and all the expedition are full of 
the prospects of new discoveries. 
It is difficult to formulate precise plans for 
the expedition until we have reached the 
North Coast and can judge for ourselves what 
the actual ice conditions are. It is certainly 
not a good ice year on the East Coast of 
Spitzbergen, but that has little bearing on 
the conditions on the North Coast, which is 
the ws ractical way of reaching North 
Eastland. Three weeks ago it was not possible 
to reach the Hinlopen Sirait, which divides 
North Eastland from the main Spitzbergen 
Archipelago; there was a barrier of thick 
drift ice, but one has every reason to hope 
that it was merely a temporary jam,and that 
by now conditions will have altered for the 
better. 
Hammar, the Denish airman who flew last 
month from Ice Fjord over the Hinlopen 
Strait to North Eastland aud back, reported 
that the Strait itseli was free from ice, but 
that does not prevent it from being blocked 
from the North. If we find ice conditions 
favourable we intend to land a siedging 
pert consisting of Mesers. Odell, Frazer, 

illing, and Irvine at the most favourable 
spot on the North Eastland side of the 
Strait. They will attempt a crossing with 
sledges. It yet remains to be seen whether 
it will be possible to carry on topographical 
survey work on the ice cap, or whether the 
party will have to confine their work to 
glaciology and geology. 
As an emergency line of retreat, in the event 
of ice preventing the ship from picking up the 
sledgers, a dump of provisions is being made 
on either side of the Hinlopen Strait, and a 
stout sea boat is being left on the North Fast- 
land side of the Strait to enable the sledgers 
to ferry themselves and their sledges back to 
the Spitzbergen majnland, whence they can 
trek to Brace City in Ice Fjord. 
We shall proceed first to Liefds Bay on the 
North Coast, where final experiments are to 
be carried out to ensure the success of the 
intercommmunication of wireless from the éx- 
dition Im to the sledge and vice versa. 
ough it should be said with reserve. and 
may be open to contradiction, this is the first 
time that wireless intéercommonnication ia 
being used for guiding the operations of a 
sledging party. The sledging party natarally 
have very limited space for their wireless 
instruments, and while telephonic wireless 
will be used to convey messages to the 
sledgers, they will at best only be able to 
reply by Morse by the adjustment of their 
valves to the instruments on the ship, ' 
The Expedition’is equipped with a sea- 
motor boat, so that ib will be possible to ex- 
tend the scientific investigations of the ekpedi- 
tion in localities where it would not safe 
to take the ship. In the North, the sound- 
ings which have been taken are by no means 
consecutive or thorough. and in many. places 
are untterly unknown. The expedition is also 
equipped with a cinematograph camera, and if 
only weather conditions permit, an interesting 
film should be taken. All the members of the 
expedition are in excellent health and spirits.

IN AIRCRAFT TRADES. 


_ (By Aw Aviation CORRESPONDENT.) 

Next January 4 poe gree 950 boys, be- 
tween the ages of 15 and 16}, will be required 
for the British Air Force. Boye desiring to 
fill these vacancies must enter for a com- 
petitive examination, which will comprise 

apers in mathematics, experimental science, 

nglish and general paper. The closing date 
for entries for the examination is August 
30th. 

The successful candidates will be sent to 
the School of Technical Training at Halton, 
Buckinghamshire, to undergo instruction for 
three years in the various trades which 
make up the R.A.F. They will be given an 
excélient general education and trained 
thoroughly in one or other of the trades, the 
b being given their preference. 

"Bix weeks annual leave will be granted. 
Pay will be given from the commencement at 
the rate of is. 6d. a day until the age of 18, 
and then at 3s. a day for the remainder of 
the course. The boys will be fed, clothed 
and housed free. 

At the end of the three years’ training the 
aircraft apprentice must sit for the passing- 
out examination for promotion to the rank 
of leading aircraftsman, with pay varying 
from 5s. 2d, to 5s. 6d. per day. After four 
years’ service the mechanic is free to return 
to civil life. 

A certain number of the most promising 
boys are sent, on the completion of their 
course, to the R.A.F, Cadet College, at Cran- 
well, for training in flying, as commissioned 
officers. Others are given advanced courses, 
ao that they may qualify later in flying. 

There are excellent opportunities for boys 
who are. keen on flying and wish to obtain 
m training which would normally cost 
hundreds of pounds. The present chance is 
due to the decision of the British Government 
to increase the strength oí the Royal Air 
Force for home defence purposes. 

The only method of obtaining (raining is 
by entering the Air Force, as no training 
facilities are offered by the manufacturing 
firms or the aerial transport companies,
